I, Mrs, Shui Feng Tzen, do certify as follcws: That I 
am sevconty-one years of age and em Dir ctor of Dormitorics 
of Ginling College, I tinve boen associated with the college 
for tworty-two conseecvtive years, Following the fall of the 
City of Nonking in Decerber 1937 the cclleee grounds were de- 
clered a safety zone. There were more than twenty safety zones 
in all throughovt the city, ‘Ye had on the grounds of Ginling 
College more than 10,050 women and children refugees. Most of 
them had not clothes except what they hnd on and few were able 
to bring any bedding. 


Japanese soldiers would center the ercunds on the pretext 
of looking for soldiers Lut were in inct looking for ovr girls. 
Miss Vautrin was the foreign lady in ehatge here and she did a 
marvelous work in ke2oaine the soldiers fron carrying off our 
eirls, In spite of all that she and I ard the rest of us covld 
do on the night of Deserber 17, 1937, the soidciers entered the 
grounds and carried oir eloven girls, Nine of these girls 
horribly raped and abused by Japanese officers later made their 
way back to our grovnis, MM. Mills s.wtnem, We nevor heard 
any more of the other two girls, 


On. cirl was brought to our srounds, She covld not walk 
and she was terribly bruised and swollen and stated that she 
had been repeatedly raped and abused by four or five soldiers. 
Se was a nervous wreck, 


Diring the first fovr weeks every night soldiers would 
come to get ovr girls and Miss Vautrin with wnat help she had 
would try to keep them froin the giris, The worst of it was 
during the first fovr or five weeks, On one occasion I ran 
a soldier from 2 room where he hed entered in the day time and 
attacked and raped one of our giris, Other soldiers openly 
tried to rape the sirls in the rounds of the college and had 
to be driven off by Miss Vautrin and others here who were try- 
ing to vrotect the girls. 


Niss Vautrin went to the Jananese Consul time and time 
again and reported the act’.on of the soldicrs and asked pro- 
tection for the girls. It was four or five weeks before the 
situation began to cease and then several months before the 
danger was passed. 


The soldiers wovld bvrn vrivate houses at night throughovt 
the city just for sport or to keep themselves warm, “‘e have 
a woman working et the village now whose husband, a merchant, 
was killed by Japanese soldiers and her home with her little 
child 3 months old brvrned by the Jananscse soldicrs, 
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In other safcty zoues where there were no forcicners like 
Miss Vautrin to help them the sicvatton was mven worse than 
at Ginling Collere. Refugees remained on the collese erounds 
for 5 months and then we kept some 600 girls and tried te 
operate 2 school, The main purpose was to protect the girls,
